Postal Savings Bank Plank. 


The postal savings bank plank received a 
good deal of attention in the afternoon at 
a number of the conferences whick were held 
in Mr. Ellis’ room at the Annex. Samuel 
Gompers ofthe American Federation of La- 
bor was also a visitor to talk over the labor 
planks.

is different. His argument ts, the under- 
stood intent of the taw at the time of its 
passage was to curb corporations, and the 
inclusion of labor unions was an  after- 
thought, suggested by cunning corporation 
lawyers. 


They Demand Judiciary Plank. 


Information came from New York during 
the day to the effect that large manufactur 
are acting with vigor in order to ¢ountera 
the effect of Mr. Gompers’ work for the labor 
plan The manufacturers are among 
the most earnest supporters of the judiciary 
plank. which Nicholas Murray Butler, Joseph 
H. Choate, Cornelius N. Bliss, and other rep- 
resentative republicans have asked party 
leaders to incorporate in the platform. These 
large manufacturers are at the same time 
naturally large employers and represent 
large and far reaching interests. , 

On Saturday, many leading manufacturers 
assembied at the Machinery club in New 
York to further the movement by subscrib- 
Ing unequivocaHy to the adoption of this 
plank at Chicago. They met at the call of 
Francis H. Stillman, treasurer of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, who 
had been assisted in arranging the meeting 
by other members of the association. 

The meeting indorsed the memorial draft- 
ed by Choate, which had been sent on to 
this city and a plank relating to independence 
of the courts was incorporated in the set of 
resolutions which the manufacturers drew up 
and adopted in opposition to what the manu- 
facturers referred to as “ the proposed plan 
to insert in the republican platform a plank 
designed to restrict the courts.”’

They realize, 
however, that this might raise the objection 
that Ohio is being given too many of the 
honors and that, with the nomination of 
Taft assured, the chairmanship of this im- 
portant committee ought to go to another 
state. Then, too;,it might be objected that it 
is bad taste to confer the important powers 
of the position upon a Taft man from Taft's 
own state. . ney 

For these reasons it is possible that the 
Taft leaders will unite on Senator C. W: Ful- 
ton of vregon for chairman. In fact, after 
a conference of Campaign Manager Hitch- 
cock, Charles P. Taft, and several other Taft 
leaders in the afternoon, it was given out 
that Senator Fulton probably would be the 
choice. At the same time the friends of Mr. 
Daughorty said they were going ahead on 
the assumption that he was siated for the 
position.

The credentials committee will organize at 
once after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion tomorrow afternoon, a meeting for 4 
o'clock already having been ahnounced.

If not the report will be postponed til! 
Friday and the Wednesday and Thursday 
sessions of the committee shortened accord- 
ingly. This program is popular with the

“This fight is going to be fougfit to the 
last ditch,” said A. B. Humphrey,,one of the 
Hughes campaign managers, in ‘the after- 
noon after conferring with his colleagues, 
“ There is going to be no laying down, no 
compromise.

COLISEUM IS IN READINESS. 


Tunnels Under Seats and Emergency 
Hospital Are Features. 


Chicago blossomed out yesterday, bios 


somed like the—no, not like the rose, but | 


rather like a combination of the Fourth of 
July, an electric show. and an advertising 
exhibition. All through the loop. districts 
flags fluttered above streets lined with red, 

hite, and blue bunting, and innumerable 
portraits of innumerable candidates hid the- 
ater posters and merchandise in store win- 
dows. At night incandescent and arc lights 
placed wherever a Ught would go illumli- 
nated the throngs of visitors promenading 
between the hotels, ‘the theaters, and the 
restaurant®; and on Michigan avenue great 


» electrical signs glared out their presidential 


boome across the wastes of Grant park. 

The flags and bunting with which the hotels 
were decked a few days ago have been al- 
most hidden since the advent of the politi- 
clans by thousands of notices and political 
advertising. Only one place seems as yet 
untouched by the turmoil of the convention 
and that is the place in which the convention 
is te be held, the Coliseum. 


Coliseum Ready for Battle. 

The Coliseum is all ready for the battle for 
the highest offices in the gift of the nation, 
and it looks fit ground for such a,conflict. 
The 12,000\chairs are-all in place, each one 
carefully numbered and securely nailed in 
place. The press, the delegates, the alter- 
nates, and the speakers’ sections are neatly 
railed off, and broad aisles lead to every . 
part of the hall.. Every inch of space has 
been utilized, but there is no crowding. 

Broad strips of blue and white bunting. 
caught up with red rosettes;.bide the front 
of the baicony, and at each end of each of 
the twelve stéel arches that span the build- 
ing seven huge American flags are draped. 

Back of the speaker’s stand, at the south 


| end of the hall, are shields and other clusters 


of flags, and at each end of the hall eagles, 
perched high in the girders, with their wings 
spread to a width of about twelve feet, look 
down on the convention floor. 

Several tunnnels lead from the press see- 
tion, the speaker’s stand, and the convention 
floor under the tier of seats to the Coliseum 
Annex, where one hundred and one features 
are located behind the scenes of the big 
show. 

There are assembly halls for the pages, 
sergeants at arms, doorkeepers, messengers, 
and ushers, there are rows of telephones and 
large spaces set aside for the army of teleg- 
raphers that the Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph companies will have on hand. 
There are committee rooms, offices, recep- 
tion rooms, smoking rooms, and a cozy, 
tastefully decorated retiring room for the 
ladies. 


Hospital for Emergencies. 

Last but not least, there is an emergency 
hospital, fully equipped, with two wards, 
four beds, an operating table, trivalid chairs, 
two women and four men nurses, and a staff 
of forty-eight physiciane. Most of the phy- 
sicians are merely honorary members of the 
hospital staff, but they are Al! subject to 
call in case of need. 

The house is divided into sections, each 
one equipped with a doctor, two orderlies, 
and a stretcher. By means of an electric 
light arrangement above the speaker's stand 
a physician may be called at any time from 
the floor of the convention to the hospital, 
even though the noise of the moment might 
prevent the leather lunged announcer mak- 
ing himeelf heard. The hospital is in charge 
of Dr. George C. Hunt, chief of the chy 
health department's ambulance service. 

The most unenviable position in the conven- 
tion is that occupied by the band which is 
swung on an aerial platform among the 
girders in the northern part of the hall. 
There ig said to be communication with terra 
firma by way of a stairway hidden by the 
bunting, but a casual investigator would 
think nothing short of a flying machine could | 


land the musicians on their perch. A buzzer | 


at the chairman's table enables him to contro! 
their playing.

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‘NO COMPROMISE, SAYS LABOR 


National Leaders to Urge Strong 
Planks in G..0. P. Platform. 


RUMORS OF SPLIT DENIED. 


President Gompers Says Federation 
Council Stan s Together. 


National labor leaders In Chicago to de- 
mand recognition of their demands tn the re- 
publican platform have determined upon a 
policy of “ no compromise "’ with the resolu- 
tione committee of the convention. This de- 
cision is with reference to the incorporation 


against holding labor organizations liable 
under the Sherman anti-trust law, and a de- 
mand for an élective federal judiciary. 

Any sort of a compromisé on these ques- 
tions, the labor chiefs contend, would render 
the labor plank valueless 20 far as the work- 
ingmen are concerned. This. much has been 
decided in the sessions of the executive coun- 
ell of the American Federation of Labor 
in progrees at the Kaiserhof hotel. 

A brief session of the council wes held yes- 
terday morning and labor’s political program 
was the principal subject discussed. Just 
what. form the labor plank now being pre- 
pared will take is guarded with the utmost 
secrecy by President Samuel Gompere ana 


his colleagues 
Refuses to Discuss Plank. 


President Gompers was equally reticent 
when asked to state when the labor plank 
would be ready for presentation to the reso- 
lutions committee. 

“T cannot say when We shall be ready to 
go before the résolutions committee,” said 
Mr. Gompera “ We still have a lot of work 
to do.” 

It is probable, however, that today’s meét- 
ing of the labor council will see the finishing 
touches put on the plank, and that negotia- 
tions will be opened by the labor leaders with 
the members of the resolutions committee 
for a date on which’ to present labor's de- 
mands, 

“What will be the form of your demands?’ 
Mr. Gompers was asked. 

“I cannot discuss that muibject at this 
timie,”” he answered. “It would be.a viola- 
tion of ethics to give the matter to the public 
before first presenting our demands to the 
committee on resolutions, That is a plain 
duty we owe the members of the committee.’’ 

“Will there be anything said about confi- 
dence In the courts, in connection with any 
possible anti-injunction declaration?’ 

“T have nothing to say about that now, ex- 
cept that we have not lost confidence in the 
courts. We still have faith in the judicial 


tribunals.” : 
Rumors of Split Denied.

WRITES TO TAFT ABOUT IT. | 


Suggests Emigration of Colored People 
to the Philippines. 


Miss Zoe Akins, 21, pretty, a playwright, a 
sociologist, fond.of society—especially dan- 
cing—daughter of Missouri's member of the 
national committee, brought a plank for the 
platform to Chicago yesterday. The plank 
interested the Missour! delegates, and they 
talked about it and told how well Miss Akins 
could talk about it. 

Miss Akins has a scheme for the uplift of 
the negro race, and it probably will be pre- 
sented to the platform committee when it 
meets Tuesday afternoon. She is much in- 
terested in the question of the negro race. 
She has seen negroes in the cotton flelds of 
Mississippi and Louisiana, where she has 
visited, and she has known them as servants 
in her father’s home and in the homes of her 
friends fin 8t. Louis. 

“There is no such thing as racial equality 
for the negro in the United States, there 
never will be, and the quicker they get ft out 
of their Heads the better,”’ said Miss Akins 
sé I 
believe, however, the race is not wholly with- 
out @ destiny. Just as the Greeks, the Ro- 
mans, the Carthagenians became the great- 
est peoples in the world of industry, art, and 
science after they obtatfed material advance- 
ment and became the owners of vaat lands, so 
can the negroes get to the acme of their 
development. 


For Colony in the Philippines. 

“In the Philippine islands are hundreds of 
thousands of acres of virgin forest waiting 
for the ring of the ax and the advance of 
civiligation. These lands belong to the gov- 
ernment and the government may dispose 
of them as it sees fit. 

“My plan is to establish an emigration 
bureau at Washington, fitted to explain the 
advantages of life in the islands to the ne- 
groes, and then for the government to send 
worthy heads of families there to take pos- 
session of homesteads on sixty or eighty acre 
tracts, where they will be members of a com- 
munity of interest and given, with this 
bounty of material wealth, a chance to de- 
velop themsei ves in the lines of education and 
industry. 

“By no means must it be supposed that 
this-eill be a deportation scheme. The negro 
without ambition is a thing of value ‘to the 
south, and he is not the kind we would want 
in the Philippines. It is only the negro who 
has proved his worth, who can take care of 
himself in the wilderness, that the govern- 
ment would transport to the Philippines, and 
the worthless. and the criminal would be 
shunned.” ‘ 

Misa Atkins has not worked out the various 
minor details of her scheme. She has studied 
it at length and applied the principles of gov- 
ernment to it and has convinced many who 
have heard her of its feasibility. 

She is said to have written a letter to Sec- 
retary Taft on the subject, but she wouldn't 
discuss H, neither would she say whether she 
would seek to appear in person before the 
committee on resolutions,

Miss Akins isn’t even a believer in wom- 
an suffrage. | 

“1 don’t belleve the women want to vote 
anyhow,” she said. **They know the men 
wouldn't approve of it, and what's a woman 
worth who really doesn’t strive to please 
the men? 1 don’t want to vote—but I do like 
to dance.” 

She is to- have a play produced in New 
York next fall. It is to be called “ The 
Voice,” and probably will be dedicated to 
Olga Nethersole, Miss Akins says she fell 
in love with Miss Nethersole’s voice, but 
could never get used to her appearance.

Taft, the leading candidate for the presiden- 
cy, and the choice of President Roosevelt, 
who comes as near running this convention 
as any one individual can, through personal 
friends and representatives and the use of the 
long distance telephone. 

I have discounted some of the talk that 
Senator Dolliver is the Taft choice for the 
vice presidency, but today I was shown a 
letter, over the signature of the secretary of 
war, which makes this clear beyond question, 
although the name of. Senator Dolliver did 
not appear in its brief text. Let it be here 
asserted that if the administration-Taft de- 
cision is for Dolliver, despite the opposition 
in his own state, and among his own friends 
—it will be Dolliver. Mr. Fairbanks is run- 
ning in a “ dark horse "' way because he has 
been the choice, from the first, of some of the 
strongest republicans of the country, and 
their quiet but forceful expressions with re- 
gard to him are having an effect.

The struggle of the Allison-Dolliver men 
of Iowa to keep the junior senator from the 
vice presidential nomination in order to bar 
Cummins from the senate is not the only 
influence that is being brought to bear upon 
Secretary Taft and his advisers. Congress- 
men Bartholdt is doing his utmost to pre- 
vent Dolliver’s selection. He is endeavoring 
to line up against the senator the German- 
American alliance, an organization which 
claims to represent the wishes of 2,000,000 
German-American voters. 

A telegram from Bartholdt to Adolph Tim- 
me,*secretary of the organization, urges the 
codperation of the members 6f the organ- 
ization against Dolliver.

New Danger in Teaching of 
practicality at Expense 
of Theory’ 


PROFIT IN LIBERAL ARTS. 


British Ambassador Gets Doctor 
of Laws Degree at Wis- 
-consin University, 


Madison, Wis., June 14.—James Bryce, Brit- 
ith ambassador to the United States, ad- 
dressed 500 members of the graduating class 
of the University of Wisconsin this after- 
noon. His subject was “ University Recol- 
lections in After Life.” 

He pointed out the new danger which the 
wonderful development of industry and com- 
merce and the material prosperity of the 
country has brought to the universities, de- 
ploring their tendency to emphasize prac- 
tical training at the expense of pure science 
and the humanities. 

The degree of doctor of laws wae conferred 
on Ambaseador Bryce by the university. 


Text of Ambassador’s Speech. 

Mr. Bryce said: 

* The progress of science has been so rapid, 
the results obtained by the application of 
science to all forms of industry and com~— 
merce so wonderful, the eagerness of every 
man to get wealth and of every nation to 
outstrip ite rivals in material progress so 
keen, that there is a strong temptation .to 
favor those branches of university teaching 
from which direct material advantages may 
be expec 
“This temptation is felt everywhere, in 
Europe no less than in America, and many 
persons while ready to spend large sums in 
the development of practical departments of 
a university, such as agriculture, mining, 
and engineering, disparage the study of the- 
oretica]l science and deny the value of ‘ hu- 
man subject,’ such as history, economics, 
philosophy, or language. 

All Human Effort Connected. 

“This is a fatal mistake. Whatever an in- 
dividual achieves, whatever a nation 
achieves, is the result of observation and 
reasoning. A university exists to train men 
to observe and reason. 

“Tf it is to do this effectively it must pro- 
vide training for them in all the branches 
of thought and give them the opportunity of 
acquiring every kind of knowledge. 

‘No one can tell from what quarter new 
light may: come, for all branches in human 
effort are interconnected. Any nation which 
should so narrow its energies as to follow 
purely practical lines would soon fall behind 
its competitors and see its intellectual life 
wither. 

Love of Truth Best Aim. 

“Any university which so restricted its. 
field would be unworthy of its high calling 
and would discharge even the practical part 
of its functions far less effectively. 

“The study of the liberal arts fits men to 
profit by teaching they will receive in the 
other colleges. They will be all the better 
chemists, engineers, lawyers, bankers, be- 
cause they have received a training In sci- 
entific theory or in language and literature 
which has given them a wide outlook over 
the fleld of ‘knowledge. 

“ The wniversity will be remenibered for 
many things it has given, but for nothing 
ought it to be remembered more gratefully 
than that it taught ite students to love and 
follow truth.”’

BONAPARTE SPLIT 


White House Lays the Story 
of Cabinet Friction to 
Wall Street. 


TALE CALLED LUDICROUS 


Reported Differences Over Poli- 
cies of Government, Declared 
Without Foundation. 


Wearhington, D. C., June 14.—“ The prest- 
dent and Attorney General Bonaparte intend 
to go out of office on the 4th of March and Mr. 
Bonaparte has just as little idea as the presi- 
dent of going out sooner.”’ 

This statement was made at the White 
house today in reply to rumors that there 
existed serious differences between the 
president and his attorney general thatavould 
probably lead to Mr, Bonaparte’s leaving the 
cabinet soon after the presidential election. 

The special differences cited.in this connec- 
tion related to the removal of District At- 
torny Ruick and United States Marshal 
Rounds of Idaho, which, it was declared, was 
opposed by Mr. Bonaparte and insisted upon 
by the president, and to alleged differences 
over the bringing of a suit against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
company. 


_ “Removal Agreed On Long Ago.”’ 
At the White house today it was declared 
the removal of Ruick and Rounds was de- 
termined on six months ago, but it was 
deemed best to wait until certain suits, on 
which they were engaged, were concluded, 
and then to have Assistant Attorney General 
Cooley go to Idaho and while on the ground 
recommend who should be their successors. 

Mr. Cooley’s recommendations have been 
received and after the attorney general! calls 
at the White house tomorrow the appoint- 
ments will doubtless be agreed upon. 

It is positively asserted there hes never 
been the slightest difference of any kind be- 
tween the president and the attorney general 
in regard to this matter, both agreeing the 
charges against Ruick and Rounds justi- 
fled their removal,

Fortunately, Chrystal Herne is, as yet, & 
star im name only.

Leading five other 
earnest young people ofthe stage, this young 
woman gave a delightful performance of 
“Cousin Kate’ in Powers’ theater last 
evening, and added one more to the worthy 
theatrical attractions that should this week 
appeal between cheers to the visiting dele- 


| gates. 


As a matter of record, though the facts are 
seldom printed, the stars of the stage spoil 
quite as many plays as they improve. They 
have a way of pulling a playwright’ scheme 
all askew. They have another way of taking 
the dramatic bit im their mouths and running 
away with it. And they have a third way of 
sitting complacently on the wrong end of the 
-teeter beard and smiling their fascinating 
smiles while everything and everybody else 
in the play is high in the air at the other end. 

Which is an elaborate and not particularly 
clear way of saying that a fault of the star 
system is that it teaches us to judge an 
author’s work by the sweetness, or the 
force, or the charm, or the eloquence of an 
individual we have grown to admire, rather 
than by the content and purpose of the work 
itself. It would probably surprise some of 
us, and undoubtedly it would hurt our pride, 
to know the number of plays there are that 
would never have lived through a season 
without the bolstering influence of an ac- 
cepted personality; and it likewise is quite 
possible that several of our most popular 
young stars would know the sting of a shat- 
tered self-confidence were they to learn the 
extent to which their authors and not them- 
selves were responsible for favors received.

“Cousin Kate’’ is a charming little com- 


edy that needs attractive personalities, but 
it does not/‘need a star. Three years ago 
Miss Ethel Barrymore made of it a pleasant 
evening’s entertainment because she twit- 
tered prettily and, at that time, rather con- 
sciously through it, and usually we are, all 
of us, agreed that no one can be more charm- 
ing than Miss Barrymore. Yet last night 
Miss Herne made it quite as pleasant an en- 
tertainment and frequently a more convinc- 
ing one by playing it as though it were the 
one object of her life to obliterate herself 
and to emphasize its underlying note of 


subtle shades and in a vein of superior ro- 
mance. There is little that is conventional in 
scene, character or dialogue. Wallace Bid- 
dinger, who is another of the youngsters 
with ideas and a decidedly promising future. 
plays the hero with a sincerity that beauti- 
fully matches that of Miss Herne, and with 
the tinge of a Dublin brogue and the edge of 
a Dublin wit that are delightful. Aseist- 
ing are Lois Frances Clark, who gave a finely 
if now and then consciously etched picture 
of Yankee primness that did not seem out of 
place in England; Hazel Lowry, whose in- 
genue would-be bride was especially well 
done, taking account of her experience, and 
Roy Fairchild, who placed a trifle too much 
emphasis on the pomposity of a curate, but 
succeeded in projecting the character ef- 
fectively.

TROLLEY CAR FATALITIES. 

It was but a few days ago that a seri- 
ous disaster happened upon the electric 
road near Aurora in this estate. A day 
or two later a still more serious one oc 
curred near Germantown, Pa., in which 
seven or eight persons were killed and 
forty injured. On Friday night last two 
electric cars, going at a high rate of 
speed, collided near Amnapolis, Md., and 
eight persons were killed and twenty in- 
jured, some of them fatally. 

These trolley road accidents are in- 
creasing with alarming frequency. Since 
the first of January last there have been 
few serious disasters on the steam rail- 
roads. The number of killed and injured 
is much smaller than during any preceding 
six months. On the other hand, the num- 
ber of killed upon the electric roads is 
larger during this period and the number 
of injured greatly larger than upon the 
steam roads. 

The electric roads are now using cars 
almost as long, wide, and heavy as those 
on the steam roads. Their routes are 
coming to be almost as long. Their speed 
through rural districts is well up to the 
average steam railroad speed. They should 
be handled and equipped and manned as 
carefully, therefore, as the steam rail- 
roads. 

That they are not is demonstrated by 
the fatality lists. The electric roadbeds 
cannot compare with those constructed 
for gteam trains. The rails in most cases 
are too light for the weight they have to 
bear and offer little resistance to the 
tendency of the swaying car to leave 
them. It is evident, also, that there is 
not proper discipline maintained and that 
too many inexperienced or inefficient men 
are employed. 

In every one of the recent disasters it 
is clear that the necessary precautions 
were not taken and that the train dis- 
patching was loose and confused. 

As electric trains are now competing 
with steam trains in many parts of the 
country, their Management should be as 
careful in all its details and as prompt 
and efficient in its executive oversight as 
that of the steam trains. The manage- 
ment of the latter has long been the sub- 
ject of governmental rt, and re- 
straint, and public opinion’ has been so 
rigorous in its expression that there has 
been manifest improvement in al) direc- 
tions: looking to public safety. 

The fatality record shows that it ie 
time for similar measures in thé case of 
the electric roads. ,

ICE CREAM PARLORS. 

The idea of licensing the ice ¢ream par- 
lors is a commendable one. The need of 
some sort of regulation has been felt by 
many people for a long time. A business 
naturally harmless has been brought into 
disrepute by the misdeeds of a certain 
class of proprietors. The cases of luring 
little girls have been so numerous as to 
arouse a strong sentiment against the per- 
sons who have permitted such shameful 
practices. 

The influence of dealers should be man- 
ifested in stern condemnation of the dis- 
reputables and in demand for their vigor- 
ous prosecution rather than in any at- 
tempt to stem the tide of popular senti- 
ment which finds in the license plan a 
satisfactory way of future regulation. 

The genera! principle of regulation of 
places of public resort is well established. 
It is proper regulation rather than revenue 
that ie sought in the case of the ice cream 
parlors. They have laid themselves open 
to just attack for the reasons already 
mentioned. The revocation of a license or 
two would soon check the vicious ten- 
dencies which have been marked here and 
there. | 

There have been definite charges, too, 
that much of the stuff sold as ice cream is 
manufactured under insanitary conditions, 
and that some of the*parlors offer their 
patrons this tainted product. The license 
will be a helpful bit of mechanism for 
due restraint in this direction, also. An 
automatic deterrent of this type is a good 
thing. The license fee need not be large. 
But the possibility of losing the privilege 
of keeping an ice cream parlor along with 
the natural suspicion attending a man 
thus punished will have a wholesome 
effect in checking the evils which have 
brought the business under the ban of 
popular feeling. 

It is to be said that no doubt there are 
many ice cream parlors in the city which 
are conducted in a clean and wholesome 
But 
can be no discrimination in the 
matter. The misdeeds of the guilty have 
hrought the business under suspicion. A 
system of licenses will have a good in- 
finence in regulating the bad. The good 
must share the burden in the larger in- 
terest of society. 


A SANE FOURTH. 

As the anniversary of independence 
again approaches a sane fourth of July is 
as usual a topic for discussion. This 
year the Century dignifies it with a ‘ton- 
spicuous place in its current issue. The 
writer quotes the fatality statistics of last 
Independence day, using the record of 102 
deaths and 1,489 injuries compiled by the 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, although the number is understated, 
and Jays special stress upon the effect of 
all this noise,upon the sick and the after 
consequences to victims whose injuries are 
not at first regarded as severe. 

The writer also makes copious refer- 
ences to the celebration of national holi- 
days in European, South American, and 
even Asiatic cities, and shows by com- 
parison how much more impressive and 
_ beautiful and much less dangerous they 
are than ours. In a word, the writer pro- 
nounces our “ bloody fourth’ an “ unciv- 
ilized holiday,” and pathetically inquires 
whether steps cannot be taken to civ- 
ilize it. 

Undoubtedly the celebration of fourth 
of July originally was civilized and as 
sane as any one could desire, but in its 
evolution the eelebration has suffered a 
change, not into “ something 
strange” but something meaningless and 
murderous. It is ' doubtful, however, 
whether the old time program could 
be restored now except in quiet, old fash- 
ioned places, without being voted a bore. 
No one cares now to listen to the read- 
ing of the declaration of independence or 
to a two hour oration on the virtues of 
the fathers and the duties of their de- 
scendants. And yet the present manner 
of celebration is unquestionably uncivi!- 
ized. The continuous discharge of fire- 
arms, firecrackers, torpedoes, toy pistols, 
and other agents for killing and maiming 
is certainly inappropriate, for it has no 
meaning as applied to the day. Its object 
is mere noise and noise is as appropriate 
one day as another. In the large cities 
of the country there is not a feature of 
fourth of July celebrations which hes 
either direct or indirect reference to the 
anniversary of American independence. 

To this extent, therefore, the present 
fourth of July celebration is uncivilized. 
It is mere noise, accompanied by the kill- 
ing of some hundreds and wounding of 
some thousands, and general discomfort. 
But how shall it be civilized? Clearly 
not by a return to the old fashioned meth- 
ods. They would not be tolerated. Mn- 
nicipal authorities seek to prevent fatali- 
ties by forbidding the use or sale of cer- 
tain dangerous noise producing agencies 
and also forbidding the discharge of guns, 
pistols, and firecrackers except in large 
open spaces. But the use and the sale 
continue as openly as if there were no 
law against them, and streets and alleys 
ring with noise for days and little or no 
effort is made to check it. Evidently 
laws and ordinances are of no avail to 
civilize the Fourth, for they are not en- 
forced, and the fatality list steadily grows. 
Is there no way of civilizing the fourth of 
July? 7 :

His reign, heralded as an era of war, 

| by reason of the ambitions for mili- 

tary glory attributed to him, has proved an 

epoch of peace, and while at the time of the 


metaphorically rattle his saber tn its scab- 
bard to get the recognition of Germany's 
rights in northwestern Africa which the 
other powers had manifested a disposition to 
tgnore, he has on at least two occasions used 
the inflwence he possesses as ruler of a 
mighty empire and as master of the most per- 
fect fighting machine of the age to prevent 
war. ‘ | : 

Some of his many foreign critics are fond 
of alleging that by his policy he has isolated 
Germany, and therefore weakened her. But 
it Js ridiculous to talk of isolation as long as 
the‘triple alliance remains in existence, the 
bonds with Austria, in particular, being of 
a closer and more intimate character today 
than ever. 

Moreover, there is every reason to believe 
Roumania, with its magnificently equipped 
army, and Sweden as well, are identified with 
the triple alliance, while the friendship of 
the padishah and Indeed of the entire Ma- 
hommedan world, which the kaiser has ac- 
quired to an altogether extraordinary de 
gree, would prove of immense value to Ger- 
many in the event of her becoming involved 
in any conflict with a coalition consisting of 
England, France, and Russia, all three of 
which have millions of Moslems subject to 
their rule, whose insurrection in deference 
to prompting from Constantinople would 
prove a terrible handicap to the.-mhilitary 
resources of the three powers concerned. 
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It ie thanks to this friendship with Turkey, 
inaugurated and cultivated by the kaiser. 
that Germany has acquired something akin 
to a monopoly of the foreign trade of the 
Ottoman empire, and that German commerce 
in the Levant, insignificant twenty yearsago, 
is now of immense value and importance. 
Emperor William has likewise transformed 
Germany from the foot of the list of the naval 
powers into the one second only to Great 
Britain, and superior to either France or the 
United States. 

He is the creator and father of the German 
navy. Astothepart theemperor has played 
in the progress and the development of Ger- 
many, it may safely be asserted no German 
sovereign has been more closely ident}- 
fied with every form of activity of Teuton 
life since the days of Frederick the Great. 

Finally, it may be pointed out that the 
kaiser’s home life has been not only irre- 
proachable but a model to his subjects, and 
that he and his consort are mainly responsi- 
ble for the religious revival in Germany, 
one of the features of his twenty years’ 
reign. , 

All this may perhaps not be new. But it 
is timely to call attention to it today, on the 
twentieth anniversary of his accession tothe 
throne, and in reply to his many critics.

As the duke of Norfolk is the premier peer, 
the premier duke, and the premier earl of the 
British realm, as well as hereditary ear] 
marshal and president of the College of 
Heralds, apd of the Court of Chivairy of 
England, the birth of a son and heir to his. 
many honors and dignities and to his vast 
estates is a matter calling for mention in 
these columns. 

It is not the first son of the duke. By‘his 
former marriage he had a-boy, who died six 
years ago, but who was both mentally and 
physically afflicted, being deaf, dumb, and 
blind, as well as an imbecile. 

In spite of this, his father was dewoted to 
him, and even when holding government of- 
fice, which necessitated his being in London, 
would lease a place in the suburbs for his boy 
s0 as to be able to spend an hour with him 
every day. 

Many were the pilgrimages the duke, who 
is a devout Catholic, undertook to Lourdes 
and to the Holy Land, in the hope of obtain- 
ing from Providence some alleviation of the 
lad’s condition. 

But it was allin vain. And when the young 
fellow died, in his twenty-third year, the 
duke gave him'an entirely white funeral, just 
as they do to infants, a pathetic indication 
that young Lord Arundel, though he had 
attained manhood in years, had nevertheless 
remained in all other respects an innocent 
child. 

Two years afterwards, in 1904, the duke 
married his second wife, Gwendolem Consta- 
ble Maxwell, eldest daughter and heiress of 
the seventeenth Lord Herries. 
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The duchess gave birth to a girl in 1905, 
who, though debarred from the succession 
of her father’s peerages, would have inher- 
ited through her mother the barony of Her- 
ries, and would have become a peeress in 
her own right. 

His prospects fh this respect are, how- 
ever, terminated through the birth of her 
little brother at Arundel castje on June ¥. 
The boy, christened on the following day 
by Father Bernard Vaughan, brother of the 
late cardinal of that name, received the 
names of Bernard Marmaduke, the former 
being one of the names of his godfather and 
uncle, Lord Edmund Talbot, the only brother 
of the duke. 

Curiously enough, the child was born on 
the birthday of Lord Edmund, until now re- 
garded as heir presumptive to the dukedom, 
who, being rich in his own right and having 
a grown up son, is likely to receive a peerage 
of his own from the crown. 

His wealth comes to him from the seven- 
teenth and last Catholic earl of Shrews- 
bury, who, dying unmarried and having suc- 
ceeded in disentailing most of his immense 
property, bequeathed it to Lord Edmund 
Howard, younger son of his kinsman, the 
fourteenth duke of Norfolk, stipulating that 
Lord Edmund, then a mere boy. should 
adopt the name and the arms of Talbot in 
lieu of those of Howard. 

The earldom of Shrewsbury went to an- 
other distant kinsman, the third ear! of Ta}- 
bot, a Protestant, who thus became eight- 
eenth ear! of Shrewsbury, and at once insti- 
tuted legal proceedings to restore to the ear!- 
dom the property alienated to Lord Edmund 
Talbot. The suit was unsuccessful. 
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Lord Edmund is a familiar figure in parlia- 
ment, having sat for years in the house ‘of 
commons for Chichester. He is a soldier by 
‘profession, and distinguished himself as a 
cavalry officer during the Boer war under 
Gen. Sir John French. 

Between himself and his brother the closest 
and most affectionate relaiions always have 
obtained, and that he has given evidence 
of no disappointment fn the birth of the little 
earl of Arundel, which deprives him of the 
succession to his brother’s honors, is perhaps 
best shown by the fact he officiated as the 
child's sponsor at his christening. 

It is the first occasion in hundreds of years 
of an heir to the dukedom of Norfolk being 
born at Arundel castle, once the homie of Al- 
fred the Great, which alone of all castles 
in Europe endows its owner witha peerage— 
namely: the earldom of Arundel. 

Every one of its proprietors has added 
to its beauties, but at no expense to his rey- 
enues, for hundreds of years ago a strip of 
real estate in London, off the Strand, now of 
immense value and producing an enormous 
income, was set aside with the proviso that 
all the mongy ylelded by {ts rentals should 
be expended exclusively upon the mainte- 
nance and improvement of Arundel castle. 
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Arundel street and Norfolk street, Strand, 
are comprised in the real estate in question, 
The castle figures at length in Doomsday 
book. King William Rufus is.on historic 
record as having celebrated Easter there 
in the year 1079. 

It, was the dower house of King Henry 
I.’s widow, and the headquarters of Empress 
Mathilda when she was asserting her claim 
to the British throne in opposition to Ste- 


hen. 

It passed into the possession of the present 
owners, the Howards, through the heiress of 
the Fitzalans, who married the fourth duke 
of Norfolk, and became mother of the fifth 
duke, beheaded on account of his romantic 
championship of Mary Queen of Scots. 

The present duke is 61 years of age, is the 
head of the Roman Catholic laity in Eng- 
land, derives an income of nearly $2,000,000 
a year from rentals alone Pa ground land- 
lord of districts in London and of nearly the |.

The skies here are agure al! the day, but at 
evening the clouds come trooping in ike way- 
ward children to #tand around the death- 
bed of their parent sun and inherit splen- 
dor. This they squander soon, and pass into 
darkness. The weather of Madrid, like that 
of other mountain heights, is hot in the sin, 
cold in the shade. By sunshine, and in moon- 
light, the snowy mountaing, not so far away, 
look beautiful. ac 

I have visited most of the show places fn 
Madrid. I have not seen much of the interior 
of the royal palace. Sunday I attended.serv- 
ice In its royal chapel. The music is meant 
to be, and probably is, the finest in Spain, and 
the chapel is a gem. The most ngticeable 
feature is, perhaps, the immense monolithic 
columns of black and. white marble... The 
opera house is shabby, but better adapted for 
its purpose than the one in Paris, as it is 
possible both to see and to hear. 

The senate house is a long, low bullding 
not far from the palace. The assembly hall 
where the senate meets has a cheerful look, 
being well carpéted, and having its elliptical 
walls painted in white and gold. The mem- 
bers/sit on plush cavered benches, facing 
the broad central aisle. The president’s desk 
is on a raised platform, and the throne is im- 
mediately behind under an immense canopy. 
The opening of the cortes is impressive as 
a friend describes it to me. A few minutes 
after 2'a big bell is heard in the other part 
of the buflding, and into the hall, then empty,- 
come two men in gorgeous red velvet robes, 
bearing on-front and back the arms of Cas- 
tile and Leon. Each man wears a red velvet 
hat with a long white plume on It, and bedrs 
a silver mace. Entering from doors behind 
the platform they proceed the whole length 
of the hall till they reach the door at the 
opposite end. This door has a red velvet cur- 
tain hung before it, and a gold bar In front 
of that, and is only for royaity.

When the two heraids reach the closed 
door, they turn and bow to-the’presiding of- 
ficer, who by this time !s in his place: He, 
ringing a silver bell, pronounces the session 
open. The reading of the minutes is pro- 
ceeded with, rendered inaudible by the loud 
greetings of the senators, who have followed 
the heralds into the hall. Immediately after 
the reading of the minutes the cabinet enters 

the same door as the heralds. Fach of 
the nine men wears full court dress, glit- 
tering with stars and crosses’ and ribbons.

It is a peculiarity not 
only of the buildings of the senate and con- 
gress but of the art gallery, the palace, and 
many others, that fhe front door ts consid- 
ered too good for ordinary occasions and a 
side door is used. In the case of the con- 
gress deputies use a side door, while the 
people have to use a back door, going up a 
winding staircase and through narrow back 
passages.

It is strange how little variation there is 
in human faces. I am constantly bewildered 
by meeting familiar faces in the theater or 
in the streets. I saw a young duchese at the 
Espafiol the other evening—it was a gala 
night, the king and queen weré there. and 
all the nobility of Madrid—and I was almost 
certain that,I had known her all my Iife.

COL. A. C. MATTHEWS. 


Pittsfield, Ill., Jume 14.—[{Special.}—Col. A. 
C, Matthews, soldier and politician, died at 
his home here tonight. 

Many “high political offices were held by 
Co:. Matthews, among them being controller 
of the treasury, to which place hé was ap- 
pointed by President Harrison. 

Col. Matthews was born in Pike county, IL, 
on March 22, 1833. He was graduated from 
Iilinois college in 1865. and was admitted to 
the bar in 1858. He abandoned his law prae- 
tice at Pittsfield to enlist in the army and 
was elected captain of the Ninety-ninth Ili- 
nois volunteers. He rose to the rank of 
colonel and was mustered out in August, 
1865. 

The appointment as collector of internal 
revenue was given to. him in 1869, and later 
he became supervisor for the district com- 
posed of Illinois, Wisconsin, and Michigan. 

In. 1876 Col. Matthews was elected to the 
state legislature, but resigned. He was elect- 
ed again to the legislature in 1878:. He re- 
signed the second time when Gov. Hamilton 
appointed him Cireuit Judge to fill a vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge Higbee, the 


: | term expiring in 1885,

lature Was in 1888. During this term of of- 


fice he was chosen speaker of the house, 
which office he held until he was appointed 
controller of the treastry in 1889.

Suggestions for Sewing. ( 
The whole appearance of an otherwise 
pretty garment may be marred if the fasten- 
ings are carelessly or incorrectly put on. 
There are many garments which are too fine 
for hooks and eyes and which are, in fact, 
fitted only for tiny buttonholes and buttons 
or hooks and loops. These loops are: used 
both for gmall buttons ang for hooks and 
are put on the collars of lingerie blouses, on 
baby clothes, and other sheer garments, 
When they dre to be used for buttons they 
are put at the extreme edge of a hem or band 
and sometimes they are placed on the under- 
neath part.of a hem when it has been folded 
over and so closes the opening in an invisible 
manner, They are made by arranging loose 
threads of a certain length to form a loop 
large enough for the button to pass through. 
Use strong sewing cotton and fasten on by 
passing the middle between the folds to the 
edge of the band. Make It quite firm by 
taking a seaming stitch on it and give it a 
jerk to test it. Now take a stitch like a 
seaming one as far distant from the first as 
the diameter of the button, and draw the 


cotton in to within three-quarters or half an 


inch from the first stitch. Keep this loop 
around the forefinger and make another one 
by taking up the first stitch again, which of 
course takes the needle back to the right of 
the one last made. Repeat this four or five 
times, keeping ali the loops the same length 
over the finger. Let the last stitch come on 
the right hand side, so that when the work 
is turned around for the loop to face the 
worker it becomeetheleft hand. Holding the 
work with the loop toward the body, pass 
the needle under the loops with the point 
toward you and pass the single thread to.the 
right under the needle. This will make a 
purled edge at the top of the loop. Continue 
this from right to left and finish off securely. 
Loops for hooks afe made in a similar man- 
ner, but the strands are drawn much tight- 
er and they are made a quarter of an inch 


or so from the edge of the hem. 


Do Not Knead: Bread. 
Many people do not make their own bread 
because they cannot knead it properly, not 


. knowing that a superior quality of bread can 


be made without thislabor. Mix your sponge 
in the usual way and when it rises stir in 


witha wire fork enough flourto rol. Then 


instead of putting the sponge on the knead 
board use the chopping bowl. . First flour 
the bowl and dip your chopping knife into 
flour; chop the bread sponge by drawing the 
knife through !t, but do not pound it, adding 
more flour as needed.

CHICKEN.IN POTATO CASES.—Two cups 

of told chicken that has been cut into cubes 

and seasoned with pepper, salt, and celery 


salt.

fourth of a teaspoon of salt, and a little 


“pepper into two tablespoonfuls of bubbling 


hot butter; then add slowly one-half cup each 
of milk and chicken broth; cook until smooth 
and thick; add the seasoned chicken and place 
it on the back of the stove until ready for use. 
Line buttered gem pans with mashed po- 
tatoes that have been well seasoned with 
cream, butter, salt, and pepper; brush over 
with the beaten yolk of egg and brown ina 
hot oven. Then remove to a hot platter, fill 
with the prepared chicken, and serve at once. 


POTATO PANCAKES.—One cup flour, 
ecant one-half cup grated raw potatoes, 
heaping, teaspoon baking powder, a scant 
teaspoon nutmeg and cinnamon mixed, table- 
spoonful sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
Mix all dry ingredients together first. Grate 
potatoes last of all in a little cold water 
to prevent turning. dark. When enough is 
grated, press out all water and add two-.well 
beaten eggs and milk enough to make the bat- 
ter about of the consistency of griddle cakes; 
cook them thin and a little more done than 
flour griddles. 


POTATO AND LEMON PEEL CAKES. 
—Potatoes six ounces, lemon peel four ounces, 
sugar four ounces, butter four ounces. Boil 
potatoes until soft then mash them. Grate 
lemon peel and beat in the sugar, then all 
together; melt the butter in a little cream, 
mix all well, and let stand untilcold. Put 
rich pastry crust in little patty pans, and fill 
with the mixture a little more than. half full. 
Bake about halfan hour. Sift fine sugar over 


them when they goin the oven. This makes 
about @ dozen small cakes. 


LIMERICK CAKE.—Six cold, meaty pota- 
toes, mash fine to get out all the lumps. One 
teaspoon salt, one cup cream, flour enough to 
make into cakes. Make small and not too 
thick. Have your griddle hot and buttered, 
brown on both sides and butter while hot. 
They are nice for breakfast.

For Rough Irons. | 

Often the irons will become either rough or 
rusty and it is most annoying try to iron 
with them. To a flat board naif a long strip 
of sandpaper-and use this for smoothing 
the irons on, if you find that the beeswax 
does not accomplish this. If the sandpaper 
is not convenient, sprinkle a little salt on 
a folded newspaper and rub the irons on this, 
Then wipe them with a cloth and finally rub 
with the wax. Ironing will be a pleasure if 
the irons are treated in this manner,

To Save Gas. 

When using a gas stove to heat the trons 
on for ironing, much fuel can be saved, by 
buying a tin pan large enough to fit over 
the number of flat irons used.. Make a hole 
in the bottom of the pan and fasten there a

bought for a few pennies at any hardware 
store. The knob should be fastened oni the 
outside of the pan. Use this pan to cover the 


irons and the irons will keep the right heat.

NEW YORKERS ARE SHOCKED 


ON LEARNING OF SILER’S END. 


Surprise and Sorrow Shown.by Friends 
Who Knew Him Long Ago—Link 
Connecting Past and Present Broken. 


New York, June 14.—[{Special.]—News of 
the death of George Siler came as a great 
shock to all men along the Bright White Alley 
who are interested in any branch of sport. 
Oddly enough, perhaps, on aeecount of the 


day, it was not generally known until THE 


TRIBUNE reporter spread it through the cafés 


and billiard: parlors. 


One man after another received the an- 
nouncement with an incredulous “ No, you 
don’t mean it!’ and then with a sorrowful 
shake of the head, murmured: ‘' Well, an- 
other one of’the fine old guard has gone for- 
ever!”’ 

This was the sentiment expressed on every 
side. Another link was broken which had 
bound the present to the golden past of 
American sport, when racing was the sport 
of kings and boxing the sport of men and gen- 
tlemen. a 

‘“ America’s representative referee, one 
prominent sporting man denominated the de- 
ceased man. ‘“ The finest and fairest referee 
I ever saw anywhere,” said another, ‘and 
one of the men in American sporting life who 
was from the beginning of his life.to the end 
always on the level.”’ 

Only Praise from Wakely. 

Jimmie Wakely, a well known sporting 
man, was found in the back room of his place, 
at Sixth avenue and Forty-third street. He 
shook his head. “George was a grown 
young man and I was a little kid when I first 
knew him,” said Mr. Wakely, “that was 
thirty-five years ago, and I have known him 
and admired him ever since. George was @ 
New York boy. «He jumped into the boxing 
game early. He always was a boxer. mind 
you, and a fine one. He never wanted to be 
a fighter. But he was ambitious to be and 
I remember 
George at Harry Hill's place in Houston 
street. Me was-one of the best of a crowd 
of young fellows who put up their hands 
there. 
~* Around these years he took Billy Madden 
for his spatfring partner, and the two went 
through the east. giving boxing exhibitions, 
and when it was possible taking on the locai 
champion for a purse of $25 or $50, which 
was big money in those days.

Eddie Brandt, the yachting reporter of the 
New York Herald, and an equally well known 
fight reporter in the days when there were fights 
in the east. had a better stock of anecdotes on the 
early days of Siler than any one else who could be 
found tonight. He said:

Gallagher Tells of Siler. 


Tom Gallagher, the billiard crack, was watching 
his beloved game from an arm chair in Maurice 
Daly’s parlors. “I expected to hear news of 
Siler’s death any day,"’ he said. ** Since hie col- 
japee on the street there has been every reason, of 
course, to fear the worst. Well, God bless him!

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ANECDOTES OF THE LIFE OF GEORGE SILER. 


Only those intimate with the referee and 
pugilistic writer were aware that Siler was 
not the proper way of spelling his name. 
His name was Seyler and one afternoon not 
long ago he told how he happenéd to switch 
to the shorter name. 

“It was a long time ago,” said he, “ and I 
was only a kid. But I had taken a fancy to 
boxing. I used to get into the big shows in 
these days, although sometimes I had to do 
the ‘under the tent’ trick to do it. But I 
always got in. One night down on Coney 
island a big mill was to be pulled off. I 
looked forward to it for several days. The 
fighters were pretty husky and.everybody 
was looking for a great scrap. Byt when the 
time came for the battle one of thé men falled 
to show up. The crowd was yelling fiercely 
and finally the promoter started looking for a 
substitute. There did not seem to be any- 
body. looking .for a fight, so I volunteered. 
He took a look at me and started laughing. 

**Do you mean it,’kid?” he said. 

I told. him I certainly did. Hesaid I was too 
small and too thin to fight such a big fellow. 
But I told him I would take the chance. So 
into the ring I jumped and stripped for ac- 
tion. It was tough sledding for a few min- 
utes, but I licked him, and licked him good. 
But then I had something else to think over. 
It was about home. I had told them my name 
was Siler, but did not spell it for them. So 
when it came out in the paper next morning 
that Siler had fought, I decided to let the 
mame stick. I knew that If my parents had 
known I was the man in the ring tnat night 
there would have been something doing.”

When Siler refereed his last big ring battle 
—that between Lightweight Champion Joe 
Gans and Batling Nelson at Goldfielé—there 
were few of thé great crowd at the ringside 
aware of the ordeal the veteran was pass- 
ing through. , 

When the fight ‘was in its middle stages 
Siler was attacked by the heart wedkness 
whieh finally caused his death, but not once 
did he keep his eyes off the two men who 
were battling, and though he was forced to 
lean forward until at times his form resem- 
bled a half opened facknife, in order to gain 
partial relief from the pain, not one word did 
he utter. He bore his suffering in silence, 
knowing how much. depended on what: he did 
in that championship fight, and though the 
battle between the dusky gladiator and the 
Dane was waged for forty-two long rounds, 
he never faltered in the duty he had con- 
tracted to perform. 

He fought the pain that was gripping his 
heart and in the end when he knew it was 
hig duty he disqualified Nelson for fouling. 
But those who knew Siler know that if that 


fight could have gone for 142 rounds Siler 
would have been there just the same and 
would have miace his decision as he saw it 
through his keen eyés. 

In speaking of ft afterwards to a. close 
friend the referee said: ‘‘ Gans and Nelson 
were having a tough time that day, but I’m 
sure mine-was the greater struggle. The pain 
was so great I could hardly stand it, but I 
jasted, that’s all!’’ 


~o- 

The last fighter Siler instructed in the 
game of fisticuffs, one who has become a 
champion In his class, was Johnny Coulon. 
Siler saw the little Chicago boy performing 
in amateur bouts two years ago and was 
struck with the way he handled his fists. 

They soon became acquainted and the 
acquaintance resulted in Siler teaching the 
youngster some of the fine points of the 
game. Coulon, who is a bantamweight, 
took to the instruction like a duck takes to 
water, and with his natural ability soon rose 
to the top, quit the amateur ranks, and 
entered the “‘ big’ ring. His progress there 
was even more rapid than with the ama- 
teurs. In less-than a year and a half Coulon 
became the champion, but all the while he 
was climbing the ladder Siler- was teaching 
him and coaching him. And all the time the 
veteran was a sick man and fighting his own 
losing. battle, : 

There is no one in Chicago, or in the coun- 
try for that matter, who gives any. one more 
credit for getting him to the top than Johnny 
Coulon gives George Siler. Only a few days 
ago he said Siler was responsible for all he 
knows about fighting.  AaG, youngster 
though he is—he is still in. his teens—Johnny 
probably never will forget,

Though rather under the average size, Siler 
invariably commanded respect from pugna- 
ciously inclined men almost as large again 
as he. He was gentile, but at the same time 
firm.

Siler was the referee and among those who 
attended the go was a tough young fellow 
from the steel mills who was ring leader 
of a gang fully as bad as he was.

George 
never changed countenance, but walking 
quietly over to their side of the ring he sud- 
denly snatched the cigar from the mouth 
of the ring leader and threw it on the floor, 
saying in a low tone:

RACING MEN SEBRAY OF HOPE 


Decision of Courts Expected to 
Settle Betting Tangles. 


HARD PROBLEM ON WAGERS. 


Eminent Legal Authorities Declare 
'“*Mefnory Bets’ Are All Right. 


New York, June . 14.—[Special.]—Racing 
men who are in a position to know said to- 
night they expected developments within 
the next ten days that would remove from 
the present situation.many tangles. They 
said when the courts have passed on various 
points in dispute ag set forth by the new 
betting law it would be clearly shown that 
betting between individuals can be carried 
on, provided no record is made of the wagers. 

The recording of wagers is the only prob- 
lem.that appears difficult of solution. If a 
layer or bettor can carry a memérandum 
wager in his head, racing men who have con- 
sulted eminent legal authorities say tle riew 
law will not apply to such cases. 

May Be Forced to Cut Purses. 

But as “ memory bets * ate not feasible éf 
any great amount of business is to be trane- 
acted, it seems 4&4 if wagering under such con- 
ditions would be reduced to a minimum. This 
means, of course, the attendance at the tracks 
will fall off to such an extent that the racing 
associations, if they decide to: continue through 
the present season, will be forced to reduce the 
purses for overnight races and also to cut the 
added money in the various stakes, Even under 
this arrangement the racing association probably 
would lose big money, but in the meantime it is 
said the new law could be carried to the Court 
of Appeals to be tested as to its constitutionaiity. 

The situation, therefore, may be said to hinge 
on the court's interpretation of the law and of 
just what constitutes a misdemeanor. Lawyers 
say it is all a question of legal evidence. They 
insist ff no money passes when a ‘‘ mouth wager *’ 
is made and no pool ticket is handed to the bettor 
legal proof that a bet has been made is lacking 
and the persons arrested for such transactions 
cannot be convicted. 


Must Devise New Methods. 


These lawyers also declare that as soon as & 
number of such cases have been thrown out of 
court because .of lack of legal evidence, betting 
under the new form will go on. They say the 
lavers will have to devise new methods of keep- 
ing track of wagers in order to comply with the 
law. In other words. cash betting and sheet writ- 
ing cannot prevail again, which, of course, will 
make speculation particularly hard for the public 
in: general. 

The Gravesend meeting will end next Thursday 
and no change will be made in the program as to 
purses. The Coney Islang@ Jockey club's spring 
meeting will open on Friday, and is scheduled to 
continue until July 4. It has been stated by one 
of the governors of the club that al! stakes will be 
run off and possibly the overnight purses will be 
reduced about one-half. 

Loss to Sheepshead Track. 


It is estimated for the meeting at the bay the 
stakes alone will amount to nearly $175,000. If 
the public does not patronize the track under the 
present adverse conditions it is plain the meeting 
will be conducted at a heavy loss. For that 
matter, the Coney Island Jockey club has just ex- 
pended . $200,000 in improvements and on Friday 
will preeent practically a new track for the spcrt.

WATER RUNS 12 FEET DEEP 
IN STREETS OF ARMOURDALE, 


Kansas City Interests Rebel at Annual 


Floods and’Seek Way to Control Ir- 
repressible Kaw. 

Kansas City, Mo., June I. —The great 
Kaw- Missouri food. which has alimost 
reached its crest, drew hundreds of thou- 
sands of sightseers today to the bluffs over- 
looking the flooded bottoms. The water has 
done all the damage that is in ite power. 
The railroad yards have been evacuated, 
the packing houses and business establish- 
ments have vacated their lower floors;' Ar- 
mourdale has been entirely abandoned by 
its 12,000 inhabitants, and water is running 
twelve feet deep in the streets. There is no 
excitement anywhere, the evicted people 
having found shelter for themselves and 
their movable property. ‘There is nothing 
to do but to wait for the tide to turn, as the 
weather bureau: says it will tomorrow. 

Officials and business men of both Kansas 
Citys express a determination to put an end 
to the annual floods. The great difficulty has 
been that two state, two city governments, 
the United States government, three coun- 
ties, and numerous interstate railroads are 
involved. During the last year the United 
States has declared the Kaw a navigable 
stream. This gives the war department au- 
thority to order the removal of the Union 
Pacific and Missouri Pacific low bridges, 
which obstruct the river and cause the over- 
fiow of Armourdale and the stockyards at 
every high water. 

One measure proposed is to cut a canal 
across the point of land where the Missouri 
makes its big bend to the east. This cana! 
would carry the Missouri overfiow from a 
point above Kansas City to @ point several 
miles below.
